Passenger transportation by aeroplane is at 
last to become a reality in the United States 
on an important scale. Two of the country's 
chief railways (says the New York UCorre- 
spondent of the Manchester Guardian) have 
combined with several leading aviation com 
panies to offer a coast-to-coast service in 
fifty hours. The present fastest train time 
is eighty-three hours, plus a delay of several 


hours at Chicago while. changing trom one 
line to the other. 

Under the new plan passengers will fly 
during the day and ride in Pullman sleeping 
cars by night, with only brief delays at the 
time of changing. This will avoid the 
dangerous night flying, and be less physically 
wearisome than a continuous air voyage ol 
thirty hours or so. Under the plan a pas- 
senger may leave New York, for instance, at 
6 p.m. by train over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, arriving at Columbus, Ohio, next morn- 
ing at eight. 

FEW PASSENGERS. 

He will at once depart by aeroplane, arriv- 
ing at Wichita, Kansas, the same evening. 
There another train of the Santa Fé Railway 
will be waiting, on which he will travel io a 


point in New Mexico, where a ‘plane will pick 
him up and deposit him in Los Angeles, Cali-

hours). 

Heretofore, despite all the promises from 
time to time, America has seen hardly any 
aerial traffic in passengers or freight. Her 
fairly extensive aviation has been confined 
almost entirely to carrying air mail and to 
sport. No Governmental subsidies have ever 
been given, such as are customary in most 
European countries, though the air mail con- 
tracts, recently arranged with private firms 
for the first time, in a sense, give Govern- 
ment aid to commercial aviation, 

A great handicap has been the lack of 
landing fields and lighted routes for night 
flying. Another :cason is that America has 
no such barriers as the English Channel, or 
international frontiers, to encourage travellers 
to take to the air. 

£1,000,000 CAPITAL. 

The aviation companies which are associated 
with the two railways mentioned are the 
National Air Transport Company, the Curtiss 
Aeroplane and Motor Corporation and the 
Wright Aeronautical Corporation, three of the 
leading firms in the industry. 

A capital of £1,000,000 has been paid in, 
and stock is not for sale to the public. Colonel 
Lindbergh was offered a post in the enter- 
prise, but declined for the present, on the 
ground that he is engaged in promoting 
aviation in general, and feels he should not 
ally himself with any commercial enterprise. 
He is known, however, to be keenly interested 
in and to approve the venture.
